In Train, Plane Crashes 


Golden State Limited Plunges Through Storm- 


Weakened Bridge in New Mexico, 


Killing Eight. 


By the Associated Press. 

Spectacular accidents, involving air- 
planes and a fast locomotive, took 16 
lives in the southwest Tuesday and 
left at least 40 injured. 

The Golden State Limited, a crack 
passenger train, plunged into a flood- 
ed arroyo near Tucumcari, N. M., 
dropping through a washed-out bridge 
section and leaving eight dead and 
twoscore injured. 

In the same area, near Cloves, N. 
M., a transcontinental airplane fly- 
ing in fog and storm, crashed into a 
mountain side, and its five occupants 
| died in flames. 

At San Antonio, Texas, three army 
aviators were killed in a mid-air col- 
lision of two planes. The pilot of one, 


Lientenant Louis K. Vaupee, “bailed 
out” with a parachute and saved his | 
life. | 

Passengers who survived the train 
disaster told of being awakened by 
the plunge of the engine, tender and 
six coaches into the flooded arroyo. 
'Qne span of the 75-foot high trestle 
‘had been washed away. Screams, 
| prayers and curses were mingled as 
|the terrified passengers sought to 
| save their lives. 

The crash of the transcontinental 
| plane was blamed likewise upon the 
'same weather conditions.

'18 KILLED, 40 INJURED 
IN TUCUMCARI WRECKS 

TUCUMCARI, N. M., Aug. 29.—) 
(P)—A storm in the rugged land of 
lava cliffs, dry arroyos and colorful 
vistas today destroyed two of man’s 
most modern vehicles of transporta- 
tion—-a crack train and a transport 
nirplane, killing at east 13 persons 
and injured 42 or more.

Five persons, including two pilots, 
were killed as the plane crashed in 
flames against a mountainside 20 
miles south of Tucumcari.

1. Inclusion in family needs an 
adequate for purchase of 
school ks. 

®. Purchase of garden seeds, to be 
distributed in time for spring plant- 
ing. 


3. Appointment of a committee to 
work out plans by which unemployed 
teachers would be placed at work in 
schools now closed for lack of funds. 

4. Use of. unemployed men _ and 
women qualified to teach fundamen-' 
tal subjects in a drive to stamp out 
illiteracy. 

Members of the commission dis 
cussed the program at a meeting here 
Monday, and decided Tuesday to make 
public their plans.

End To Non-Union Labor 
In Bituminous Coal 
Field Is Sighted By 
Spokesman for Miners. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—(/)— 
An end to non-union labor in the 
bituminous coal fields was sighted fo- 
night by spokesman for the miners as 


a direct development of the recovery 
administration negotiations for a 
trade compact to cover the coal in- 
dustry. 

Other developments at the recovery 
administration during the active day 
were: 

Hugh S. Johnson received from 
representatives of 14 key cities a 
first-hand account of the progress 
of the recovery campaign which 
he said showed “astonishing 
progress.” 

In a speech tonight Johnson 
said 2,000,000 persons already 
had received employment in the 
recovery drive. 

The administrator said in re- 
sponse to questions that Henry 
Ford would have to subscribe to 
the automobile code or he would 
“not get the blue eagle.” 

The administration looked to- 
ward the Reconstruction Corpo- 
ration for credit to give impetus 
to the re-employment drive. 

Work went ahead on the for- 
mulation of codes for the coal, 
shoe and retail industries. 

The American Federation of 
Labor set about to unionize 
workers in automohile manufac- 
turing plants. 

The bituminous coal :greement with 
labor was disclosed by John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, as operators from the 
Appalachian fields sat down with him 
to draft contracts for all workers. 
Lewis said absolute recognition of the 
union was the cornerstone of the ac- 
cord about which a recovery code was 
to be fashioned. 

Johnson predicted that several days 
must elapse before the agreement 
could be translated into a code for the 
industry, and while aides undertook 
this task he turned to the task of 
speeding the emergency re-employment 
campaign. 


Expressing confidence that the set- | 
tlement of the coal controversy re-| 


moved the last stumbling block from 
the path of charters for all indus- 
tries, the administrator told news- 
papermen he was “perfectly astonish- 
ed” by the progress reported in the 
blue eagle campaign. 

“Baltimore, Cincinnati and Cleve- 
land indicate 96 per cent of their em- 
ployes signed up and a very remark- 
able re-employment,” he said. “The 
rate at Cleveland was stated to me 
by Mayor Miller as 1,000 new jobs 
a day.”

The investigation was ordered by 
the house in a resolution adopted last 
spring after charges were made 
against Ritter in connection with the 
handling of receivership cases in his 
court. Ritter joined in the request 
for the inquiry with a view to having 
the investigation to clear up the 
charges. 

Tarver is expected to call the com- 
mittee to open hearings in September.

EMPLOYMENT GAIN 


Drive for Recovery Re- 
flected in 6th District 
Reserve Bank Report. 


The cohesive power of the drive 
for economic recovery Is strikingly 
reflected in the detailed report of 


business and agricultural conditions 
in Georgia and five other southern 
states announced Tuesday by the 
sixth federal reserve bank of Atlanta. 

Improvement in agricultural pros- 
pects, increased cotton mill employ- 
ment, further gains in wholesale dis- 
tribution, and a decline in _ retail 
trade smaller than usually occurs 
during July, are encouraging high- 
lights of a picture of better times in 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Tennes- 
see, Louisiana and Mississippi. These 
states comprise the sixth federal re- 
serve district. 

Offsetting this picture somewhat 
were reported decreases in building 
permits and in contracts awarded for 
construction projects, and a small de- 
cline in outstanding bank credit.

Public Works Board Has 
Indicated Joint Petition 
for Sewer Fund Would 
Be Approved. 


Modernization of the sewer system 
of metropolitan Atlanta was believed 
assured Tuesday when administration 
officials of Fulton county and At- 
lanta, backed unanimously by the 
grand jury and a citizens commission, 
which passes on all public works 
projects for which federal aid is 
sought, moved to join each other in 
seeking the $8,910,000 needed. 

At the same time, the citizens’ com- 
mission approved a joint city and 
county jail and criminal building, and 
laid plans to push this as the second 
important and urgent necessity for 
this area. 

George F. Longino, chairman of the 
county board, tentatively scheduled a 
special meeting for 2:30 o’clock this 
atternoon to ratify the agreement and 
Mayor James L. Key called a special 
session of council for 2 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon to take “whatever steps 
are necessary to insure procurance of 
the money.” 

It was conceded that legislative 
branches of both governments will con- 
cur in the cooperative plan as soon 
as they meet, and that every obstacle 
in the way of immediate approval by 
the Georgia public works board, pass- 
ing On projects for which federal aid 
is sought, will be éliminated. 

Joint Petition Favored.

HOW THE DOLLAR WORKS. 

More than $6,000,000 in new 
money has entered Georgia chan- 
nels of trade within the past month 
from the tobacco crop alone. It 
is impossible to estimate the ex- 
act benefit which the state derives 
from this influx of new money, but 
it is safe to assume that every dol- 
lar placed in circulation, if it es- 
capes the clutches of the hoarder, 
will pay $10 worth of debts or pur- 
chase $10 worth of new goods 
within a very short time. 


When Tom receives a dollar and 
pays it-to Bill on an old debt, Bill 
quickly goes to Jack’s store and 
spends it. Then Jack takes it 
home and uses it to pay the grocer 
and the grocer adds it to other 
dollars and buys a new dress for 
his wife, The dressmaker turns the 
dollar over to her landlord for rent 
and he hires a carpenter to do re- 
pair work. The carpenter takes it 
back to the merchant and he, find- 
ing new life blood flowing into his 
business, buys that automobile he 
has needed so long. 

It is easy to see in this way how 
surely six millions in actual receipts 
may benefit the state and its peo- 
ple to the extent of $60,000,000 
in new trade in a very short time. 
It is just such returns that offer 
most certain proof that we are truly 
turning that long awaited corner 
and starting out once more on the 
Straight road to prosperity. 

In 1932 the returns to Georgia 
from her tobacco crop were far 
less than this year. While there 
has been scattered dissatisfaction 
with some prices paid, neverthe- 
less the increase in the purchasing 
power of the tobacco growers, the 
businessmen of south Georgia and 
of the state as a whole cannot be 
discounted.

none to go beyond county borders 
till fully supplied. 

“What shall I dog with the orders 
and money?” he asked. Loyalty to 
his fellow farmers, and plans for 
the cantaloupe, dictated the -answer, 
and the money went back. 


The Greek’s embarrassment is now 
lifted. The lever is a prol’‘ic melon 
crop maturing, with as many as 
seven on a stem of five inches. Farm- 
ers of Wilkes have been supplied 
and the Burbank of Wilkes sees a 
seed supply of 5,000 or more out- 
of-county orders. 

“Going to sell ’em at $5 an ounce 
and get rich?” he was asked. 

“No,” he replied. “You remember 
I want this wonderful melon for a 
memorial. Three cents to cover post-

The eighth day of the second trial 
of Austin Westberry for the murder 
of W. H. Browning and his wife three 
years ago at their home south of Val- 
dosta brought a series of incidents 
which enlivened the sweltering court- 
room.

PETITION TO ABANDON 
RAILWAY IS ADVERSED 


Utilities Board Sees Brighter 
Future for Tallulah 
Falls Line. 


CORNELIA, Ga., Aug. 29.—The 
Georgia public service commission in 
a recommendation forwarded to the 
interstate commerce commission last 
Saturday advised the denial of the 
petition to abandon the Tallulah Falls 
railway. 

In a document of some 10 pages the 
Georgia commissioners covered ex- 
haustively the circumstances surround- 
ing the railroad and its present con- 
dition and in an attached “exhibit” 
the two members, Thomas K, Davis 
and J. B. Davis, who, a short time 
ago, made a personal inspection, tell 
of their findings. ; 

The paper, labeled as “Finance 
Docket No. 9849,” recites the history 
of the railroad from the time when 
its first link, known as the Northern 
railroad, was built from Cornelia to 
Tallulah Falls and began operations 
in 1882. This road was acquired by 
the Blue Ridge & Atlantic Railroad 
Company, incorporated for that pur- 
pose in 1887, and placed in the bands 
of a receiver in 1892. This receiver- 
ship terminated in 1897, when the 
properties were sold, Reorganization 
followed in 1898, under the style of 
the Tallulah Falls Railway Compa- 
ny, and a few years later the line was 
extended to Franklin, N. C. ; 

In 1908, the property was again 
placed in receivership, which lasted 
for one year. Thereafter the rail- 
road was operated until 1923, when 
the present receiver was appointed. 

The document goes on to tell of 
the resources of the area served by the 
railroad, giving an estimate of the 
saw timber in the Franklin and Clay- 
ton circles as 12,000 cars, with 40,- 
000 cars of chestnut acid wood, 19,- 
0000 cars of pulpwood, 15,000 cars of 
tan bark, and 2,000 cars of crossties, 
or a total of 98,000 cars as immedi- 
ately available in the Nantahala Na- 
tional Forest area alone, with prac- 
tically an equal amount available on 
private lands. 

The road bed, track, trestles, and 
station buildings, says the commis- 
sion, are in good condition, when com- 
pared with other Class B lines.

C.C.C. Unit in Georgia, Florida 


WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Aug. 29.— 
This town of national interest, the 
part-time home of President Roosevelt, 
has a new honor, now that the civilian 
conservation corps has established 
Camp Meriwether, just across tae 
highway from the Georgia Warm 
Springs Foundation. Camp Meriwether 
has been seelcted as the best of 19 
companies in the Fort Benning dis- 
trict, which takes in Florida and Geor- 
gia. The selection was made by Colonel 
Munson, of Fort Benning, after the 
colonel had made an inspection tour 
of the camps comprising this district 
of the C. C. C. 

The conservation corps located here 
is a model camp and boasts electric 
lights, a wooden constructed mess hall 
and recreation center as well as a 
water system that is connected with 
the water supply of the Georgia Warm 
Springs Foundation. 

Actractiveness is a feature of Camp 
Meriwether. The grounds have been 
beautified by the Woman’s Club of 
Warm Springs as well as by donations 
of flowers, plants, cinders for roads, 
etc., by numerous individuals and or- 
ganizations interested in making Camp 
Meriwether an outstanding unit ‘of 
President Roosevelt’s reforestation 
army. The corps has a huge rustic 
sign heralding the name of the camp 
and a tall standard from which flys 
the United States colors, at the en- 
trance to the camp. 

The corps is working on a scenic 


highway along the ridge of Pine moun- 
tain, which will extend from Man- 
chester and Warm Springs to Tiptop, 
near Chipley. Ultimately, the road will 
be a scenic detour of the proposed 
highway from Sea Island Beach to 
Seattle. The scenic highway along 
Pine mountain has long been a dream 
that has received the enthusiastic sup- 
port of citizens in all the counties it 
takes in, Harris, Meriwether and a 
part of Muscogee. 

Besides being adjudged a model 
camp, Camp Meriwether lays claim 
to efficiency and economy. Building 
roads, making firebreaks and doing all 
kinds of reforestation work makes for 
ferocious appetities, but notwithstand- 
ing the huge demands of the ‘inner 
man,’ of the several hundred members 
of the corps stationed here the food 
allowance at the camp has been held 
under its alletment by $500. 

The men get plenty to eat, and the 
healthy looks of the corps’ personnel 
attests to the recent remark by Cap- 
tain Reynolds, commandant of the 
corps, who explained that the saving 
in the mess fumd was due to the ef- 
ficient operation of Mess Sergeant H.

TALMADGE DOUBTS 


FULL NRA SUCCESS 


Governor Tells Millen 
Crowd 15c Cotton Would 
Help More Than Codes. 


MILLEN, Ga., Aug. 29. 

While expressing doubt that’ the 
NRA codes would reach the desired 
aims, Governor Talmadge in an ad- 
dress at a Jenkins county celebra- 
tion here today, said that the “rais- 
ing of the prices of farm products 
would put people in a position where 
they would not need any code.” 

“Fifteen-cent cotton and 20-cent to- 
bacco will do what no code can do,” 
said the governor. 

Turning to Representative Homer 
C. Parker, of the first Georgia dis- 
trict, the governor said he had con- 
fidence in him “to carry this fight 
of the people to Washington.” 

“He is a good fighter and I am 
willing to trust him to fight for the 
farmers of Georgia,” said the gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Talmadge declared that the 
government must quit lending money 
to the farmers, the railroads, the 
banks and other businesses. 


“What the farmer needs is not 
loans, but higher prices for his prod- 
ucts,” he declared, and he assailed 
what he said were high prices that 
the farmers are required to pay for 
having their cotton ginned. 

“Get those prices down,” he 
shouted. 

The governor pleaded for a return 
to the golden rule, saying that this 
spirit would do more good than all 
the laws ever written. 

Governor Talmadge came here by 
plane from Atlanta and as he circled 
over the city at 11:30 o'clock, sirens 
shrieked, whistles blew, horns tooted 
and bands played. There were more 
than §,000 persons waiting in the 
broiling sun to greet him, it was es- 
timated.

awakened suddenly, shortly after 1:30 
a. m. today, when the sleeping cars 
lurched suddenly and the engine, ten- 
der and six cars of the 11-coach train 
plunged into the roaring torrent 
where one span of a trestle 75 feet 
high had been washed away. 

In the darkness they could hear 
the screams of injured and dying, 
prayers and curses as the passengers 
attempted to extricate themselves, 

Walter Barlow, of Amarillo, who 
was a passenger on the train, said 
the fatal plunge came so suddenly 
that few persons realized for a few 
seconds what had happened... : 

Chauncey Depew, conductor of. the 
train, escaped from one ob rn 
coaches, which had remained safély 
on the trestle, and struggled over the 
rain-soaked road to Tucumcari to 
summon assistance. 

Doctors, nurses and citizens were 
aroused and rushed to the scene. The 
arrovo, ordinarily a dry stream bed, 
at that point has steep banks and 
was filled with the flood waters of a 
four-inch rain which had fallen the 
night before. 

Tonight, the injured were quar- 
tered in the two hotels here, in pri- 
vate homes and in the small hospital. 

Due to the confusion, an accurate 
list of injured still was not available 
tonight. A rescue train sent from 
Dalbart, Texas, was returning to- 
night with some of the survivors of 
the tragedy. 

Mrs. Edward Benson, of Memphis, 
Tenn., was erroneously reported in 
the first list as among the dead but 
later was found to have suffered only 
slight anjuries, although her son, Ed- 
ward Jr., was hurt more severely.

Life insurance: New, paid-for ordi- 
nary life insurance showed increased 
sales in Georgia and Mississippi, and 
for the six states averaged 4.8 per 
cent greater than in June, and 15.1 
per cent greater in July, 1932. 

Building permits: Total value of 
permits in 20 reporting cities for sev- 
en months was 27.4 per cent emaller 
than the same period in 1932, but for 
three consecutive months, May, June 
and July, the number issued for con- 
struction of buildings exceeded. the 
amounts for the previous correspond- 
ing months. 

Contract awards: Declined further 
by 8.6 per cent and was 31 per 
cent less than July, 1932. Residential 
contracts increased 6.3 per cent over 
June, and were 59.3 per cent greater 
in value than a year ago, but other 
classes of contracts declined compared 
with both periods. 

Electric power: Georgia companies 
produced 27,157,000 fewer kilowatt 
hours in June than in May, when the 
total was 104,641,000. For the six 
states, however, production increased 
in June by 5.1 per cent, was 12.2 
per cent greater than the same month 
& year ago,.and greater than for any 
month since October, 1930.

DETROIT, Aug. 29.—(/)—Tony

GIANTS, CARDS 
EACH BLANKED 


IN DOUBLE BILL. 


Hubbell Stops Birds, 3-0. 
Walker’s Homer Beats 
Leaders, 2-0. 


By Alan J. Gould. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—(#)—The 
pennant surge of the New York 
Giants lost no further ground today, 
thanks to the southpaw skill of the 
great Carl Hubbell, but another ex- 
Giant meanwhile came back to roost 
at the Polo grounds and harass the 
hard-fighting men of Bill Terry in 
their current struggle with the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 


Hubbell added another masterpiece 
to his collection of pitehing gems for 
the year by blanking the Red Birds, 
3 to O, for his ninth shut out of the 
season, but the Giants then were un- 
expectedly handcuffed and white-wash- 
ed by their old college chum, Bill 
Walker, to the tune of 2-0, in the 
last half of the double-header. 


WON OWN GAME. 

Walker had not won a single game 
as a starting pitcher since May 22, 
but he was scarcely less effective than 
Hubbell, besides fanning none other 
than Bill Terry in one of the few 
critical moments he experienced and 
es the winning margin with a 
ooming homer off Freddy Fitzsim- 
mons for the first run of the game. 
Not since he was the ace southpaw of 
the Giants two years ago, before being 
traded down the river, has Walker 
shown such skill in the box. 

The even break, before a ladies’ 
crowd of 20,000, enabled the Giants 
to keep their six-game lead intact over 
the Boston Braves, who were idle. 
The league leaders have one more 
battle with the Cardinals tomorrow 
before moving on to Boston for the 
highly crucial six-game struggle with 
their nearest pursuers. 

Hubbell fanned an even dozen 
Cardinals in the opener, including 
every man on the team and George 
Watkins three times. He was in- 
vincible in the few tight spots he 
found, fanning Collins for the third 
out in the first inning, with Frisch on 
third, and striking out Medwick in 
the fourth with Pepper Martin roost- 
ing on the hot corner. Only one other 
Cardinal got as far as second base. 
Yielding only five hits in as many 
innings, Hubbell scored his 19th vic- 
tory and contributed the Giants’ 21st 
shutout of the season. 


HITS ARE BUNCHED. 

Hubbell’s' rival, Bill Hallahan, 
yielded only six safe blows but half 
of them were bunched in the fourth 
when the Giants scored all their runs. 
The rally consisted of a pass to Da- 
vis, sacrifice by Critz and successive 
singles by Terry, Peel and Ott, in- 
terspersed with some speedy base run- 
ning. Pepper Martin stopped the 
scoring spurt with a fine running stop 
of Vergez’s smash, 

Fitzsimmons gave Walker a hard 
fight for the second game, but was 
never able to offset the mistake of

SCREW WORM CAUSING 
HEAVY LIVE STOGK LOSS 


——— 
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“TIntold losses” to livestock owners 
in south Georgia due to infestation of 
the screw worm, or larva of the cayor 
flr, was reported Tuesday by Dr. J. 
M. Sutton, state veterinarian, who 
said “drastic sanitary measures’ were 
necessary to “control the ravages of 
the pest.” 

“During the past ten days numer 
ous reports have been coming into 
this office of an infestation in south 
Georgia,” said Dr. Sutton. “For sev- 
eral days I have been making inves- 
tigations and found screw worm In- 
festing livestock in 15 extreme south 
Georgia counties, with reports of sev- 
infested premises in adjoining 
counties.” 

He urged burning or burying of 
carcasses of animals that die from any 
disease, as he said the carcasses “are 
one of the most favorable breeding 
places for this pest.” Dr. Sutton di- 
rected attention to a state law mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor for an animal or 
fow] which has died from any cause to 
be left unburied. 

Abrasions, wounds or scratches of 
any kind on animals should be given 
prompt treatment with a fly repellant, 
the veterinarian said. Larva may be 
removed by use of a 90 per cent com- 
mercial benzol solution into the wound 
followed by dusting with an anti- 
septic powder. 

No animal is immune from the at- 
tack of Cayor fly, which lays its eggs 
in the decayed carcass or into the 
tissue of living animals. The eggs 
form the larva or screw worm. Seri- 
ous injury to live stock results. 


Police, Registration 
Probes Open Today

Carefully choosing those projects that 
can be started immediately in the 


campaign to relieve unemployment 
and raise purchasing power, the pub- 
lie works board today spread 3$60,- 
000,000 of its $3,300,000,000 fund 
over a wide range of diversified fed- 
eral enterprises. 

Flood control on the lower Missis- 
sippi river received the larger part 
of the allotment with $36,986,956 set 
aside for the war department to con- 
tinue work in the Memphis, Vicks- 
and New Orleans eningeering * 
districts. The allotment, supplement- 
ing one of $7,000,000 by the board 
recently for flood control work, will 
provide work for approximately 3+4,- 
000 men for a full year. 

The board assigned to the navy de- 
partment $13,600,000 for shore sta- 
tion and navy yard construction and 
repair work. Although this was only 
about one-third of the amount sought 
by Secretary Swanson, the projects © 
selected were said to be those on 
which work could begin without de- 
lay. Officials estimated the allotment 
would give 866,000 man-weeks of di- 
rect and indirect labor. 

Other Allotments. 

Other allotments to federal agencies 
were made from a lump sum of 
S9,274,185 to be distributed among 
the treasury, department of justice, 
commerce department, veterans’ ad-

The treasury will receive $8,501,-
